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one input/output module is operatively connected the sec- 
ondary wireless device. An associated field device can be 
connected to the at least one input/output module for com- 
munication with the associated industrial controller via 
the secondary wireless device, the primary wireless back- 
plane link, and the primary wireless device. Typically, a 
plurality of the secondary wireless devices are physically 
disconnected from the primary wireless device and each 
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device by a respective plurality of primary wireless back- 
plane links. 
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
